Dr. Johnston Speaks on Line Values 
of Trigonometric Functions

One thing is very apparent ; George 
Washington- University is now at the point where football must 
either be dropped as a varsity sport or built up to a par with the 
standard of the University and. its activities. , , 

One very constructive suggestion lias already been made and 
,is pow being ac.ted upon. This suggestion calls for a program of 
compulsory physical education for under-classmen with a view 
towards developing football men able to enter into inter-collegiate 
competition. • • — „ - ' ’ 

l A system" ofi this kind might well be used, and, without doubt, 
would be found to be very successful in the establishment and ad- 
ministration of inter-mural sports, but whether any team of 
varsity strength cod Id be developed in this manner is highly 
problematical. It must be kept in mind that over one-half of the 
students attend afternoon classes, and because of this fact would 
not fall under the abdve regulation. 

A good solution to the whole problem might be found in the 
organization of an Alumni Athletic Association. An association 
of alumni could take the whole burden of varsity football off the 
hands of the University administration and leave it free to direct 
its energy and money towards things more closely related to 
scholastic activity. Upon a survey of the leading colleges and uni- 
versities of the country it will be found that their varsity teams 
have the backing of a large alumni organization ; the alumni in a 
large measure, control the personnel of the squad and promote the 
games. 

To this someone might object on the ground that such an 
arrangement would seem too professional. What of it? If the 
University is to remain in inter-collegiate competition it must 
produce varsity teams with enough strength to play the best, and 
if results can not be obtained directly through the administration 
and the student body it would certainly be wise to employ some 
agency through which results can be obtained.

The- experimental laboratories at j 
Garches have been a revelation to 
the several hundred European and 
American scientists^who have visited 
it during the past year. t Th£ first 
impression of the premises is of a 
royal stud farm' gone tQ seed. For 
Garches was primarily designed *as 
an experimental hospital for horses 
Und cattle, "and it~wy.s while treating 
these animals that Dr. Ramon dis-

Service).- A student of Latin Amer- 
ican history remarked last summer 
that the day is not far off when 
young North America will have the 
opportunity to study a high school 
course in "United States History" 
conceived in terms of the total in- 
fluences and results of the general 
migrations of tin* western nations in 
tlie wake of Columbus. 

Certainly we are beginning to dis- 
cover that there .is a rich and sig- 
nificant history and an important 
literature below Texas, as well ns 
bananas and oil and rubber.
